Seniors Win Rope Pull 


The annual rope-pull between 
the two upper classes of Mount 
Hermon School finally occurred 
last Friday afternoon, after being 
poutponed from the preceding Fri- 
day, when the rope broke twice 
under the weight and pressure of 
almost two hundred men. At two- 
thirty the classes marched in lock- 
step, Indian file, from Camp Hall 
to Shadow Lake, all the boys col- 
orful in white duck trousers and 
white shirts. About fifteen min- 
utes later they walked back again, 
this time in unorganized groupa, 
with only the Seniors in white, and 
the Juniors in muddy black as the 
result of having been on the los- 
ing wide of the tug-of-war.

For the first time in the thirty 
years of the National Tuberculosis 
Association’s histo a commem- 
orative Christmas al has been 
published for the 1934 sale to 
mark the 50th anniversary of the 
founding at Saranac Lake by Dr. 
Trudeau of his now world-famous 
Sanatorium. The little cottage 
which Dr. Trudeau built to accom- 
modate his first two patients {fs 
still standing. It is réproduced on 
the 1934 Christmas Seal. From 
this small nning bas grown the 
Nation - wide movement for the 
control of tuberculosis with more 
than 600 Sanatoria in the United 
States and 2,000 Tuberculosis As- 
sociations. . 

The Massachusetts Tuberculosis 
League, parent Organization of 
the 28 local Tuberculosis Associa- 
tions in the Commonwealth, has {s- 
sued the following statement in 
connection with the Birthday Cel- 
ebration: 

What Washington's Birthday is 
to us as citizens, Dr. Trudeau's 
birthday is to us as tuberculeds 
workers. Edward. Livingston Tra- 
deau is the father of the Sanafor- 
ium movement and the father of 


‘ 


tuberculosis prevention work In 
our country. 

Dr. Trudeau was a young man 
living in New York City just be- 
gining his medical career when he 
became ill and his ailment was di- 
agnosed as tuberculosis. In those 
days this was the equivalent of a 
sentence of death, for few indeed 
were those who ever lived to over- 
come thie scourge. Dr. Trudeau 
did not think he could go counter 
to the best opinion of the day 
when he went to the Adirondac 
Mountains to live in the open; in 
fact he did so without any thought 
of finding a cure. He merely 
wished to end his days in the pur- 
suit most pleasant to him; hunting 
and fishing. 

But he got better. He noticed 
that often after exercise he be- 
came worse, and that after rest- 
ing he improved. He lived, in his 


j; own life, a demonstration, and not 


altogether an accidental demon- 
stration, of the way to fight tuber- 
culosis. Had he not been a trained 
observer, competent to interpret 
his own symptoms, and entitled to 
a hearing by his fellow doctors 
and public because of his experi- 
ence might never have been recog- 
nized by himself, or accorded ac- 
ceptance by the world.

League Of Nations 
Questions And 
Answers 


On the ballot for the coming 
election on. Nov. 6, 1984, will ap- 
pear a question asking the voters 
of Northfield (as part of the First 
Representative District of Frank- 
lin County) to indicate whether or 
not they would like to have the 
United States join the Leagne of 
Nations. This queation will be on 
the ballot in 115 towns and cities 
of Massachusetts. ; 

In order that our readers may 
receive dependable information on 
the League, we shall present ques- 
tions an danswersin this space in 
the issues between now and Elec- 


tion Day. 
The Editor 
a, What Is The League of 
Nations? 


The League of Nations is an aa- 
sociation of nations “to promote 
international cooperation and to 
achieve international peace and 
security.” It grew from the plans 
of statesmen of many countries 
who saw the necessity of estab- 


lishing a definite machinery ag a |’ 


substitute for war in settling dis- 
putes between nations. Its consti- 
tution is embodied in the treaties 
of peace which concluded the 
Great War: and it actually came 
into existente on January 10, 
1920, when the powers deposited 
their ratification of the Treaty of 
Versailles in Paris. 

b. How Has It Grown? 


From the 42 original member 
nations in 1920, it has grown to 
include today 58 countries, prac- 
tically the whole of the civilized 
world except: Afghanistan, Bra- 
zill, Costa Rica, Ecuador, Egypt, 
and the United States of America. 
Costa Rica and Brazil withdrew 
from the League in 1927 and 1928 
respectively. Japan’ and Germany 
gave notice of withdrawal but, as 
yet, are members. Any fully gelf- 
governing State, Dominion of Col- 
ony may be admitted to member- 
ship by a two-thirds vote of the 
Assembly of the League. 


c. How Is It Supported? 
It is supported by annua, con- 


| tributions of its members, assess- 


on aunit svste mof ability to pay. 
The 1934 budget is a little over 
$6,000,000—the approximate cast 
of two hours of war to the United 
States in 1918. 


What Is The Covenant of the 
League of Nations? 

The Govenant is the Constitu- 
tions of the League, and forms 
Part I of the Treaty of Versailles 
and the subseauent peace treaties 
with Austria, Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Turkey. Its preamble lays 
down the vrinciples under which 
the League operates: | 

“The digh Contracting Parties, 

“In order to promote interna- 
tional cooperation and to achieve 
international peace and security, 

“By the acceptance of obliga- 
tions not to regort to war; 

“By the prescription of open, 
just and honorable relations be- 
tween nations; 

“By the firm establishment of 
the understandines of internation- 
al law as the actual rule of con- 
duct among Governments, and 

“By the maintenance of justice 
and, 4 scrupulous respect for all 
treaty obligationsin the dealings of 
organized peoples with one anoth- 
er. , 

“Agree to this Covenant of the: 
League of Nations.” 

The twenty-six Articles which 
constitute the Covenant provide 
for the application of these prin- 
ciples. ’ 

a. What Is The Assembly of 
the League of Nations? 

The Assemblv is an annual 
world conference of all the States 
Members of the League. It directs 
League finances, elects the major- 
ity of the Council and offers op- 
portunity for public discussion on 
all the work and activities of the 
League. 


b. What Is the Council of the 
League? : 

The Council is an _ executive 
committee of representatives from 
14 member nations, meeting at 
least three times a year to conduct 
the business of the League. Five 
of these member nations are per- 
manent, being the Powers with 
world wide interests — France, 
Germany, Great Lritain, Italy and 
Japan—and the other nine are 
non-permanent, chosen by the As- 
sembly from amone the Members 
of the League for three vears. 
The Council can be summoned on 
brief notice to consider anything 
that threatens world peace. Ac- 
tionm ust ordinarily be by unani- 
mous vote. 


c. What Is the Secretariat? 


The Secretariat is a permanent 
staff of about 760 experts, men 
ahd women representing approxi- 
mately 46 different nations but in 
no way respsonsible for their own 
governments established at. Gen- 
eva and devoting thei rentire time 
to research and ¢ 

e work. The Secretariat is 
divided into Sections for ready 
handling of the varied activities of 
the League. 


What Is the International Labour 
Organization? * 

It is an autonomous body for 
studying methods for improving 
conditions of labor and relations 
between employers atid wage earn- 
ers. The members of the Organ- 
ization are primarily and neces- 
sarily all the States Members of 
the League of Nations. because a 
g the League 
thereby undedtakes to join the La- 
bour Organization, according to 
the Treaty of Varsailles of which 
Part XIII is the Charte of the Or 
ganization. The United States is 
now a member of the Internation- 
al Jabour Organisation. 

It consists of two main organs: 
the International Labour Coenfer- 
ence.wh ich, likethe Assembly of

What Is The World Court? 


The World Court is an interna- 
tlonm court of ‘anerde™ dt ls the 
ry cone nstitution for ap- 
plying the principles of interna- 
tional -law. to’ the judicial settle- 
ment of certain classes of inter- 


national disputes. Its official name 
is the Permanent Court of Inter- 


national. Justice. It sits at The) 


Hague, in the Netherlands, in the 
Peace Palagé built by Andrew Car- 
negie. Its. first session opened in 
January. 1922; 4 has thus been in 
operation for eleven years. Fifty- 
five of the: sixtv-three nations of 
the world bave signed its statue, 
and forty-fiva of these fifty-five 
have ratified the sicnature in the 
oppropriate organ of their respec- 
tive governments. The United 
States alone of the great powers 
has not yet ratified its signature— 
the Senate cannot agree on the 
terms of acce ce. The Court is 
open to all the world.

WHAT DISPUTES 
HAS THE LEAGUE OF 
-NATIONS HANDLED? 


Over ' thirty political disputes 
have been dealt with by the Uoun- 
cil of the League. They have been 
of varying importance, but most 
of them are traceable to the Worlu 
War, and the resulting territorial 
changes in Burope. 

Umitting the Manchurian crisic 
which is ‘still indecisive, the 
League ‘has handled nine contro- 
versies in which war was threat- 
ened or actually begun, viz: 

1. Sweden vs. Finland, over the 
Aaland._Islands. (Settled by in- 
vestigation, conference and con- 
ciliation). 

2. Poland vs. Lithuania, over the 
Vilna district, Hostilities avert- 
ed through investigation, con- 
ference and the weight of pub- 
lic opinion). 

3. Poland vs. vesnee over Up- 
per Silesia. (Settled by confer- 
ence, investigation’ and diplo- 
matic agreement). 

4, Albania vs. Jugoslavia, over 
Albanian bougdaries. (War av- 
erted through uggested exercis- 
ing of economic boycott and the 
weight of public opinion). 

5. Italy vs. Greece, over the mur- 
der of Italian officera—the cel- 
ebrated Corfu incidént. (Set- 
tled, after investigation and the 
successful mobilization of world 
opinion, by action of the Con- 
ference of Ambassadors in ac- 
cordance with League sugges- 
tions).

a. How Has The League of Na- 
thons Handled The Problem 
Of Refugees? 

Through the efforts of the late 
wr. Fridtjof Nansen, former High 
Commissioner for Refugees, it se- 
cured food and shelter for the 1,- 
500,000 Ruasian refugee exiles in 
Western Europe and in the vicin- 
ity of Constantinople, and Greeks 
and Armenians in Asia Minor. The 
Refugee Settlement Commission 
thelped to find homes and work for 
"820,000 refugees in: Greece, 26,- 
000 in Russian Armenia and 120,- 
000 in Bulgaria. One of the first 
tasks of the Learue, alwo under 
Dr. Nansen, was to return to their 
homes 430,000 wars prisoners of 
twenty-six different nationalities. 
This refugee work will have to 
continue for ten years more. The 
Council. in 1938, anpointed James 
G, MacDonald, of New York, High 
Commissioner of Refugees fro.a 
Germanv.. 

b. What Does 
The World? 

The League of Nations, through 
its Health Organization, has car- 
ried on an effective campaign 
against epidemic diseases in Hast- 
ern Eurove, Africa, the Far East 
and South America. It has estab- 
lished an Epidemiological Station 
at Singapore which broadcasts in- 
formation from 145 ports in ep- 
idemic danger zones. Its work in- 
cludes studies of such matters as 
cancer and malaria, standardiza- 
tion of serums and toxins, and pe- 
riodic interchanges among officers 
of public’ health services in many 
countries. A_ recent significant 
piece of work is its co-operation 
with the Chinese government to 
improve health conditions in that 
country. 

c. Is The League Interested In 
Other Social Problems? 

Yes, it is trying to stamp out 
the traffic in women and children 
and is actively engaged in the en- 
deavor to abolish slavery and the 
slave trade wherever they exist. 
It is also entrusted with the duty 
of “supervising the execution of 
international agreements with re- 
gard to the traffic in opium and 
other dangerous drugs” (Article 
28, Covenant), and toward this 
end has conducted a world survey 
on the manufacture and consump- 
tion of narcotics. The Conference 
on limitation of drugs, held in 
May, 1981; with 57 countries rep- 
resented, including the United 
States, Turkey and Mexico, 
framed a treaty which will come 
into force when ratified by 25 of 
the nations. This will be the first 
time that any industry has been 
internationally regulated, and that 
humanitarian and moral aims have 
taken world-wide precedence over 
business considertions.
